C hoosing knits for summer is always a little more challenging than 
for other seasons, though personally I don't really understand 
the quandary. For those of us who reside in the UK, I think it's 
one of the loveliest seasons to knit for. Unlike our neighbours in southern 
Europe, who can happily rely upon a steady diet of hot sun, I think it's fair 
to say our summers are a little less predictable and a simple cotton dress 
isn't always the perfect attire for an English summer! But if this issue of 
Knitting is not about the weather, then it is definitely all about flowers. 

The brief was to think floral, be it through pattern, stitch or colour, the 
focus is firmly on the flowery side of life. 

Our gallery opens with Martin Storey's show-stopping Hydra sweater 
(page 18). A rich dusky pink adorned with beautiful hydrangeas, it is a 
beautiful design that epitomizes the theme. Sian Brown's Flower vest 

(page 20) has a fresh floral feel with its sweet 
repeat and drawstring detail and although not 
strictly floral (unless we are being rather literal 
with its name) is Louisa Harding's Daisy Duke 
top (cover and page 21). The vibrant coral 
shade, combined with its pretty petal shaped 
hem, is a wonderfully flattering shape. 

Shape is not only key to a garment's success, 
it is also intrinsically linked to our own personal 
body shape. Although this is possibly stating 
the obvious, what isn't so obvious is not only 
how to define your body shape, but then to 
understand howto work with it. In part two 
of Carol Parke's informative feature Yes, but 
does it suit you? Port 2: Shape and style 
(page 44), she takes you through the process, 
with simple steps and invaluable advice. So, 
with a wonderful array of patterns to choose 
from, there's no excuse not to pick the pattern 
ABOVE: Flower motif that's perfect for you!

With our main focus on starter 
knitting kits that appeal to the 
younger generation, I wanted to 
offer the opportunity for beginners 
to develop this traditional craft with 
some up-to-date, fun designs. 

Due to the popularity and 
success of our Surf Van Starter 
Knit Kit I continued to further 
develop our range to include our 
popular Sleepy Owl, Black Cat 
(available in a range of colours) and 
Seaside Cottage. All of our kits 
contain gorgeous themed knitting 
needles that have been beautifully 
handmade in the UK just for us. 

The Little Knit Kit Company 
is run and owned by me. I am 
responsible for all pattern writing 
and making sure the business runs 
smoothly on a day-to-day basis. 

I have a background in music; I 
obtained a degree in Classical 
Music at Cardiff University. Many 
of my design skills come from my 
musical composition background. 

I was taught to knit at the age 
of six and I absolutely fell in love 
with the craft. Orders (from my big 
brother) would often appear when 
I was just 13. 1 can remember my 
first commissioned work being 
a complex, jazzy sweater that 
my brother loved. I still have it 
to this day! More recently, I was 



commissioned to make a knit kit 
from The William Wordsworth Trust 
and The Shakespeare Organisation. 

As a talented musician, I 
continued down this musical path, 
but my needles would never be 
faraway. Then I suffered a major 
setback with bad news regarding 
my health. After resigning from 
a teaching post I picked up my 
needles, which offered a more 
therapeutic way of dealing with 
my setback. 

After much research I realised that 
there was a huge gap for interesting 
starter knitting kits. I suppose it was 
my teaching skills coming through 
with the idea to develop them for 
children. Almost three years on, the 
business has grown from strength to 
strength and my team and I are now 
developing a brand new range of 
lovely kits that should be available 
online or in store any time now, so 
keep a look out for them.

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1. Sirdar 
Americana 



Americana is a smooth, rounded 
DK weight blend of 60% cotton and 
40% acrylic. The yarn s colouring 
comes from a print effect that sits 
on the surface of the yarn creating 
an all over mottled appearance, 
which when knitted is subtle rather 
than overwhelming. It s smooth to 
knit, giving great stitch definition, 
which means it can be used for 
stitch patterns beyond plain 
stocking stitch. With shade names 
inspired by the good old US of A it s 
available in a choice of eight colours 
including Mexicali (a refreshing 
green/orange/ecru mix), Bluegrass 
(a cool blue/heather/sage green/ 
ecru mix) and the feminine pink/ 
green/orange mix of shade 201 San 
Fran, shown here. Pattern support 
comes in the form of the Americana 
booklet of eight casual ladies' 
designs including a 'featherand fan' 
waistcoat, diamond lace sweater 
and drop stitch cardigan (which 
also comes in a range of child sizes). 
Machine washing at 40°c on a wool 
cycle is recommended.

2. Hayfield 
Double Knitting 
with Wool 



If you're knitting within a tight 
budget then Hayfield Double 
Knitting with Wooi is an excellent 
choice. As you can guess from 
the name it's a DK weight yarn 
with a plied construction which 
combines the easy care qualities 
of 80% acrylic with 20% wool for 
additional warmth and softness. 

It knits up evenly to a standard 
DKtension on 4mm needles 
producing a smooth supple fabric 
with a slightly blurred appearance. 
It has a generous metreage of 
300m per lOOg and there are 14 
classic colours to choose from 
including shade 096 Mayflower, 
shown here. Gentle machine 
washing on a wool cycle at 40°c is 
recommended, and it may also be 
dry cleaned. 

Composition: 80% acrylic, 

20% wool

3. Libby Summers 
Fine Aran 



Libby Summers' Fine Aran is a 
beautifully soft, incredibly strong 
blend of 50% Peruvian Highland 
wool and 50% FS, or superfine, 
alpaca. It's wonderfully smooth 
to knit, slipping gently along the 
needles as you work and the 
resulting fabric has a lustrous 
appearance and excellent drape. 
Produced by a ranch in Peru it's 
the first of the designer's two new 
branded yarns. Sales of the yarn, 
which will be available from the 
website and selected UKstockists, 
will help support a social project 
set up to educate the children of 
the indigenous Quechua alpaca 
shepherds. With Peruvian inspired 
names including shade 890 Kulli, 
shown here, the capsule collection 
of six vibrant shades reflects the 
colour scheme of the Quechua 
peoples. Cold hand washing is 
recommended but do not iron.

Essentials Lino 



Essentials Lino is a DK weight 
blend of 55% cotton, 24% acrylic 
and 21% linen. The component 
fibres are dyed before the yarn is 
made into a chain, which means 
that after hand knitting the resulting 
fabric is cool and lightweight with 
a subtle marled colouring like a 
faded wash denim. As a 'light' 

DK (although it knits to a standard 
tension of 22 sts and 30 rows on a 
4mm needle) the fabric is slightly 
open making it perfect for summer 
garments. Each of the eight duo- 
tonal shades has a linen base so the 
palette has a subdued mood and 
includes the gentle denim/linen 
mix of shade 004 jeans shown 
above. Machine washing at 30°c 
is recommended. 

Composition: 55% cotton, 

24% acrylic, 21% linen

Not strictly a working day for me but I am 
planning to get my ideas for LoveWool UK 
underway. I am thinking it may be nice to 
do something that creates a bit of a buzz for 
wool right across the country. Last year we 
did the 'Clickety-Click on the Clickety-Clack' 
to complete the giant knitted Union Jack on a 
train between London and Edinburgh and back 
again the next day. I field a few calls to our yarn 
partners. Rowan are on my list, as are other 
partners of Wool House this year -Jamieson and 
Smith, Sublime and Debbie Bliss, and of course 
the fabulously hardworking Chris Kingdom at 
the UK Handknitting Association.

No emails (hopefully) from elsewhere and I 
will grab an hour or so today to plan the diary 
for my forthcoming trip to the USA. I look after 
this market and we launched the Campaign 



in New York last year with an event in Bryant 
Park, taking sheep into the centre of Manhattan 
and putting a large outdoor living room on 
the terrace beneath a wool fountain.

Part 2: Shape and style 

In the second part of this two-part guide to discovering what really suits 
and flatters you, Carol Parkes looks at body shape and garment style 



A t last, it s finished! The knitting is 

complete, blocked and sewn up - instead 
of a project you now have a garment. You 
love the colour and the yarn is gorgeous. You try 
it on and look in the mirror. Are you delighted 
because it is flattering and looks great? Or 
does your heart sink with disappointment? Is it 
destined to be worn and enjoyed - or relegated 
to 'It'll do for the garden'? 

Why shape and style matter 

The clothes we enjoy wearing tend to be 
the ones that we both feel and look good in. 
Women's general style preferences can be 
widely different - from dramatic fashionistas 
to low key comfort- 1 overs. Irrespective of this, 
most women want their clothes to flatter and 
suit their particular body shape and size. Most 
women also want to look as healthy, tall and 
slim as they can. 

By remembering some fairly basic principles 
about shape and style, you can be 'style 
savvy' when selecting knitting patterns. The 
underlying principle is that you must take into 
account your body shape, proportions and 
scale. Most people knit for their top half, so the 
shape and proportions of your upper body and 
face shape are most important in deciding on 
patterns that will be flattering. 

Getting to know your shape and 
size better 

There are various books available on this - and 
some women may even go to a professional 
image consultant to be assessed in more detail. 
However, the basics are fairly easy to determine 
and you may well know some of them already. 
Make an honest, realistic assessment of what 
you are like now. You could do it with a friend... 
and a full length mirror. 

There are four factors to assess: 
Your bodylines (or shape) 

Consider your shape for the top half of your 
body (waist upwards) and your bottom half 
(waist downwards). For each half, ask yourself: 
am I more curvy or more straight? A curvy top 



half is usually obvious with a curvy bust and 
the shoulders and upper arms tend to be softly 
curved. A woman who is straight on the top has 
a straighter rib cage, a less curvy, smaller bust 
and straighter upper arms and shoulders. 

For the bottom half, curvy women will look 
and feel curvy through the hips and thighs. 
Curviness is easy to feel on someone when 
running your hands down the side of their body 
from the waist to their thighs. Straight women 
will look and feel 'straighter' here. 

Women can therefore be one of four 
possible combinations (top half- bottom 
half): curvy -curvy, curvy- straight, straight - 
straight, or straight - curvy. See the diagrams 
opposite for the four types. 

Your proportions 

The main issue here for knitwear styles is 
whether you are short or long-waisted. This 
can be measured as the distance between your 
bra-line and your navel. If you put your thumb 
on the elastic bra line between the bust and 
your middle finger on your navel, how far is your 
hand spread? If it is less than a span, then you 
are most likely short-waisted. It is also worth 
noting whether your hips and shoulders are the 
same width, or whetheryour hips are wider than 
your shoulders (i.e. more 'pear' shaped). 

See page 46 for proportion diagrams. 

Your scale 

Larger scale people look and feel like they have 
a chunkier skeleton underneath, even if they 
are quite slim. If you hug someone who is large 
scale they feel substantial. They may also have 
larger feet, wrists and hands and may be tall. 
Small scale people are the opposite - they look 
and feel rather small and delicate. Medium scale 
people are in between. 

Your face shape 

Consider whether your face looks fleshier and 
softly contoured or more angular, with a more 
prominent bone structure. For example, Doris 
Day and Nigella Lawson have softly contoured 
faces. Kristen Scott-Thomas and Victoria 
Beckham have more angular faces.

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Choosing patterns to flatter 
your body 

The following five principles will help you choose 
pattern styles and yarns that most compliment 
you. Note that nearly all of it is about working 
with and valuing your own particular body. The 
exception is your proportions, where a few visual 
tricks can help you looktallerand slimmer. 

1 . Work (be congruent) with your bodylines 

• Curvy women, choose styles that are softer and 
knitted fabrics that drape and skim the body.

• For straighter women, choose styles that are 
more structured and with less drape. If using 
a patterned design, stripes and geometric 
shapes work best. 

• If you area mixture of curvy and straight, go 
with the bodylines of the top half if you are 
knitting a jumper, cardigan ortunic. 

• Remember, the more pattern and texture a 
busty, curvy woman wears, the more she will 
draw attention to her size. She could end 

up looking enormous. However, having a 
knitted band of pattern across a small bust 
may enhance it.

2. Disguise your proportions, if necessary 

• People s eyes will always follow a horizontal 
line across the body. This produces an optical 
illusion of making that part of the body look 
wider (see the diagram on page 47). Hemlines 
are horizontal lines. So if a woman has an issue 
with large hips, then placing a hemline at the 
widest part of her hips will just make them look 
even bigger. The effect is accentuated with stark 
colour differences, e.g. if a palejumper is worn 
over darker trousers or skirts. One answer is to 
lengthen or shorten garments to avoid them 
ending at the widest part of the hips or thighs.

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• Short-waisted women may already know that 
a lot of detail or belts in their waist area can 
make them look a bit dumpy. Single breasted 
cardigans or jackets, unbelted tunics and 
tops with vertical lines can help to make 
short-waisted women look taller and slimmer. 

# Longer waisted women have a lot more 
choices as they have length in the waist area. 



3. Match the pattern and yarn to your scale 

# Women who are larger and of grand scale' 
can generally take larger scaled patterning 
and thicker weight yarn. These would likely 
dwarf a petite woman, who would need much 
smaller scale patterning (if at all) and finer 

ply yarns. So a beautiful Icelandic patterned 
sweater in a chunky wool on a 51 " size 10 
woman could make her disappear. Equally, 
a fine lace crop cardigan on a 500" size 18 
woman may look flimsy and insubstantial. 

# So what about large scale women who are 
also curvy and busty? Go for smoother knits 
that drape and avoid too much patterning.

4. Choose necklines that go with your 
face shape 

• Face shape is important when choosing 
necklines. Women with a 'contoured' face 
look better in curved necklines as well as 
drapes and cowls. For women with angular 
faces, angular necklines (such as V and 
square necks) and sharper collars are far more 
flattering and add impact. 

5. Waist shaping 

• One of my bugbears about so many patterns is 
their lack of waist shaping. Of course, it is easier 
to knit without having to bother with gradual 
decreases and then increases. Loose fitting, 
unshaped tops can look great on the right 
people, especially young, slim beanpoles. 

• However, the effect on less slim and less tall 
women is not so flattering. It is particularly 
difficult for petite women with curvy hourglass 
figures. They can end up looking dumpy when 
their waist is obscured behind unshaped 
knitwear, especially if it is heavily patterned.

Putting it all together 

All of these principles can, of course, be arrived 
at from years of trial and error -and expense. 
Spending some time appraising your shape 
and proportions is well worth it, not just for your 
knitted garments but also for other clothes you 
make or buy. If you knit for others, also think 
about their particular characteristics and what 
might suit them best. Make a list of what to look 
for and what to avoid in patterns and yarns for 
the people you knit for. 

It is a good idea to learn how to adapt 
patterns to suit your body type. This includes 
changing necklines, adding oraltering the 
position of waist shaping and, of course, 
lengthening and shortening garments. 

Even the most beautifully knitted garment 
will be unworn if it looks unflattering. With a 
bit of prior planning and reference to these 
general principles, all your knitting projects 
can become cherished garments that are worn 
and enjoyed. •

Sew on flowers with a button at the centre of

Cont with stripe and circle cable as set and rep 
central front cable patt from row 2 until work 
meas 35[38:41]cm (14[15:16.25]in) from beg 
ending on a WS row. 

Shape armholes 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

112[126:140] sts. 

Cont without shaping on these sts in patt until you 
have completed 4 full central patts from beg of 
work plus a further 18 rows, ending on a WS row. 

Shape front neck 

Keeping patt correct throughout, work across 
56[63:70] sts, turn, leave rem sts on a spare 
needle and work each side separately. 

Next row (WS): K2, p2, kl2[19:12], 
patt to end of row. 

RS row: Patt 37[37;51], pl2[19:12], k2, p2. 

This sets the patt. Cont without shaping as set 
until the armhole meas 14[15:16]cm 
(5.5[6:6.25]in) from beg, ending on a RS row. 
Next row (WS): Cast off 1 0[1 2:1 2] sts at beg 



of row. 46[51:58] st. 

Decl St at neck edge on every foil row until 
28[33:42] sts rem. Cont without shaping until 
the front matches the back shoulder, 
ending on a WS row. 

Cast off. 

With RS facing, rejoin yarn to centre sts. 

Cast off centre 6 sts, p2, k2, patt to end of row. 
Complete to match first side working neck 
shaping on RS row. 

SLEEVES (MAKE 2 ALIKE) 

Using 3.75mm needles, cast on 60 sts. 

Set up rib: 

Row 1 (RS): PI, *k2, p2, k8, p2, rep from * to 
last 3 sts, k2, pi. 

Row 2: Kl, *p2, k2, p2, k4, p2, k2, rep from * to 
last 3 sts, p2, kl. 

Rep these 2 rows until you have completed 
12 rows. 

Change to 4mm needles and work in cable and 
stripe patt as foils: 

Row 1 (RS): P5, k8, *p6, k8, rep from * to last 
5 sts, p5. 

Row 2: K5, p8, *k6, p8, rep from * to last 5 sts, 
k5. 

This sets the position for the cable patt. 

Cont working from row 3 of the cable and stripe 
patt (see patt note). At the same time inc 1 st 
at both ends of this and every foil 4th row until 
there are 96[106:110] sts, working the new sts 
in p on RS rows and k on WS rows. 

Cont without shaping until the sleeve meas 
36[40:42]cm (14.25[16:16.5]in) from beg 
ending on a WS row. 

Cast off loosely. 

HOOD 

With RS facing, using 4mm circular needles and 
starting at the top of the right neck, pick up and 
k98[112:126] sts evenly around the neck. 

Works rows in g-st. 

Next row (RS): P3, k8, *p6, k8, rep from * to 
last 3 sts, p3. 

This sets the position for the patt, cont working 
cable and stripe patt from row 2 as written for 
the back until you have worked 16 rows. 

Start shaping 

Next row (RS): Cont working in patt as set for 
42[45:56] sts, Mlp, patt across 14[28:14], Mlp, 
patt to end. 100[114:128] sts. 

Inc in same position on every foil 4th[6th:8th] 
row until there are 106[116:130] sts. Working 
the new sts into the reverse st st between cable 
patts. Cont without shaping until the hood meas 
29[29:30]cm (11.5[11.5:12]in) from beg ending 
on a WS row. 

Shape top 

Next row (RS): Patt across 53[58:65] sts, 
and turn. Fold hood in half with RS facing and 
using a third needle, join top seam by casting 
off both sets of sts tog knitwise (by taking 1 st 
from first needle tog with corresponding st 
from second needle). 

Neck and hood edging 

Using 3.75mm circular needle and with RS 



facing, pick up and kl7[20:23] sts to beg of 
hood, pick up and k58[58:61] sts to top seam, 
then pick up and k58[58:51] sts to beg of neck 
opening, pick up and kl7[20:23] sts to end. 
Work 7 rows of g-st then cast off. 

TOFiNISH OFF 

Sew sleeves with the cast off edge of the 
sleeve placed between the armhole shaping 
on the front and back with the centre of the 
sleeve matching the shoulder seam. Join side 
and sleeve seams being careful to match the 
patterns. Overlap the neckband with the right 
band and catch stitch along the centre 6 st cast 
off. Press according to ball band. •

To match the sizes and measurements given in our patterns you must 
make a tension swatch (gauge) before knitting the project. If your swatch 
turns out larger than ours, try again using smaller needles. If it is too small, 
try larger needles. 

Sewing up 



1 Before you sew knitted pieces together, pin the pieces flat to the 
measurements given on our diagrams. 

2 Steam press, lightly steam or spray lightly with water depending 
on washing instructions on the ball band. 

3 Allow pieces to cool and dry before sewing up. 

4 To sew up use the yarn you knitted with. Or, if the yarn is textured 
and hard to sew, use a smooth matching yarn - cotton with cotton, 
wool with wool, etc. 

5 Many garments can be made up by sewing shoulder seams first, 
then setting in sleeve head to armhole, then completing 

by sewing along the long seam of the sides and sleeves. 

Each pattern has extra tips where necessary. 

6 Darn in all ends and finish seams by lightly steaming from wrong 
side, provided the yarn can be steamed. 

Choosing alternative yarns 



1 Choose a modern yarn that you like, with a similar look, 
composition and weight to the one in the old pattern. 

2 Knit a tension swatch (gauge) and compare it to the one given 
in the pattern. If they both come out to the same size, you're 
onto a winner! 

3 Calculate how much yarn to buy. Many patterns tell you the 
length of yarn in each ball as well as the weight. So if the 
pattern uses 10 balls at 130 metres per ball, you know you need 
up to 1,300 metres of yarn. Check the length per ball of your 
new yarn and divide the total yarn length by the length in one 
ball to get the number of balls you need to make the item. 

4 Compare the total weight of each yarn length. For example if 
the original pattern had 10 balls at 50g each, the total weight 
would be 500g. Now that you have worked out how many 
balls of new yarn you are buying, just multiply the number of 
balls by the weight per ball. That should roughly match the 
500g total that you had for the old yarn. It'sjust another way 
to check that you are on the right track. 

5 Use this same method to substitute yarns for modern patterns, 
where the yarn is too expensive or difficult to obtain, or if you 
just want to use up yarn in your stash.

Come a cropper 

Q I am having a go at the Grecian Turn 
shawl by Cathy Carron from the supplement free 
with Knitting, issue 114 April 2013 supplement 
and have come up a cropper. I started the cuff 
no problem at all and have increased into the 
main shawl, but I now have 174 stitches on my 
needles. Am I right in reading the 2nd charts, 7 
stitch repeat as Right side row: k2, slipl, k2, pass 
slip over, k2, yarn over, k2, slipl etc... Wrong 
side row: p6, yarn over, p6, yarn over etc...? 

Having asked around, I have been told that 
the 'no stitch' on the right side row is ignored 
and nothing is worked (which I understand 
as the pass over decreases and yarn over 
increases, which keeps the 7) however, as there 



is no decrease in the wrong side row, is the yarn 
over correct? Would it be a yarn over into a yarn 
over? Is that even possible? Or should it be a 
straight p7 on the wrong side row? Any help 
would be appreciated.

A Cathy Carron's Grecian Turn is an elegant 
wrap design with the clever addition of an 
integral cuff. Slipping the cuff onto the upper 
arm means you can wear the wrap without 
having to use your hands or alternatively it can 
be worn more conventionally around the neck 
with the widest end of the wrap pulled through 
the cuff to secure it. 

Having cast on 33 sts the pattern instructions 



begin with the cuff which is based on 3 repeats 
of a 10 stitch, 'wrapped' texture pattern. Once 
you have worked Rows 1-6 of the pattern only 
Rows 3-6 should be repeated until the cuff 
measures the length required for your size. At 
this point change to yarn B and work into the 
front and back of each stitch across the row to 
double the amount of stitches, increasing the 
count to 66 sts. After working a purl row there's 
a second increase row, which again doubles 
the stitch count to the final 132 sts. You mention 
that you've managed to complete the cuff and 
are ready to start the main shawl with 174 sts, 
which had me a little puzzled since that's 42 sts 
more than you actually should have. I can only 
imagine that perhaps you've misread the original 
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number of stitches and cast on 43 sts. This 
number would allow you work the pattern from 
Chart 1 with no problems, then after increasing 
across the row twice and throwing in the odd 
'unofficial' increase bring the total to 174. 

With regards to working Chart 2, you are 
reading the chart rows correctly. The sk2p in 
Row 1 would normally decrease each repeat 
by 2 sts but one stitch is immediately restored 
by the 'yo' in the same row bringing the stitch 
count for each repeat to 6. The 'no stitch' square 
should be ignored (visually it helps to keep the 
chart layout balanced) and on the following row 
the 'yo' worked after 'p6' brings the stitch count 
for each repeat back to 7. Because of where it 
occurs this 'yo' sits to the side (not on top) of 
the 'yo' worked in the previous row which 
creates the offset ladder of lace holes that 
travels the length of the wrap. 

With so many more stitches than you should 
have, you won't have enough yarn to make 
the wrap the length needed so now, having 
hopefully set you on the right path, take a deep 
breath, unravel your first attempt and have 
another crack at it.

What yarn 
would you suggest to do the swatch with, and 
then the actual sweater? I am in the USA.

Silver jacket by Sian Brown from Knitting, 
issue 110, December 2012 



A I have to admit, along with beads and 
embroidery, I reallyam a sucker for a bit of 
lurex. So, whilst I love the way Sian Brown has 
combined Debbie Bliss' Cashmehno with Anchor 
Artiste Metallic to make the effect more subdued, 

I realize that bling is not to everyone's taste. The 
Anchor yarn is a blend of viscose and metallized 
polyester and has a chainette construction that 
gives it a firmer handle than the softer Debbie 
Bliss yarn. Judging by the recommended needle 
size of 2.75-3. 25mm (US 2-3) and the standard 
tension of 29-34 sts and 36-40 rows it knits 
to about a 3 ply weight so any substitute yarn 
should knit as close to this tension as possible. 

In normal circumstances I'd advise that the 
substitute yarn has the same construction as the 
yarn you're disregarding but you're unlikely to 
find many chainette yarns in this weight that don't 
include some metallic element. In any case you're 
definitely going to be doing some swatching so 
you could try a fine hand painted sock yarn such 
as Ella Rae's Lace Merino Multi. It's a pure merino 
yarn with a standard tension of 30 sts to 10cm 
(4in) which is available in 9 shades, so choosing a 
colourway that co-ordinates with the solid shade 
of Cashmehno you'll be using should create 
unusual 'tweedy' colour effects. If you prefer, 
there are also 12 solid shades to choose from 
and both versions (priced at $26.95 and $24.95 
respectively) are available from www.colorful- 
stitches.com. As always I recommend extensive 
sampling to ensure that whatever your final 
yarn combination, you match the tension of the 
pattern (not the ball band) as closely as possible 
changing up or down needle size as necessary.

Laura 'Purl Princess' Parkinson battles with her stash and ^ ' 

wonders what kind of monster she has created 




T here was a time when I didn't have a stash. 
I can only just about remember it because 
literally the moment you become a knitter 
a small voice inside you wills you to create one 
and instantly you begin to hoard yarn. The 
other day a friend told me about some yarn 
she had bought and described the purpose 
of the purchase as 'feeding the stash'. There's 
something very Little Shop of Horrors about 
that comment and it made me think, had I been 
feeding a monster all these years? 

You start off by rationalising your yarn 
purchases by having a specific project in 
mind, but before you know it you're buying a 
skein because it's 'pretty' or a pack often balls 
because they're 'shiny'. That's when you know 
that the beast has a hold on you. At one point it 
was as if I were stockpiling for the apocalypse 
where the most important commodity was 
hand-dyed sock yarn. That being said, I didn't 
have a child or mortgage at the time, which 
left a lot of disposable yarn income to play 
with. You could say I was doing my bit for the 
economy -that's if you were trying to cover up 
the fact that I was spending lots of money on 
something I didn't need. 

Then there comes a stage where you have to 
buy specific storage units for your stash and this 
for me was the tipping point where I knew I had 
to kill the beast or be eaten up by it. Also by then 
I had a child and mortgage that frankly needed 



the cash more than the stash. So I went cold 
turkey and stopped buying yarn altogether; 

I vowed to only knit from the stash. But going 
cold turkey on your stash buying is a bit like a 
smoker trying to give up cigarettes: you goto 
a party (or yarn shop in this case) and you think, 
'I'll just have one...' I did fall off the wagon 
occasionally, but for the first time in my knitting 
life the stash started to decrease rather than 
increase. I had the monster on the run. 

A lot of the yarns I bought in my stash feeding 
days just weren't right for the sort of projects 
I like to make and most of the time I bought them 
because of the colour or a bargainous price that 
I just couldn't pass up. In 2008 I bought ten balls 
of Rowan RYC silk cotton in a seducing green, 
but it was just too bulky and stiff for the projects 
I wanted to make. The monster gobbled it up 
with glee. But seven years later (take your time, 
love!) I found the perfect pattern; a simple 
classic cardigan called Mellow by Martin Storey. 
Continuing with the stash-busting theme 
I finished it off with some amazing vintage glass

buttons, which had been bought from Nichols 
Buttons many years before and squirrelled 
away. This project knitted up so quickly and 
is so wearable that it is definitely my most 
satisfying knit this year. And the best thing 
is that it's made entirely from stashed items 
I bought donkey's years ago. Smugly, I say 
'Monster, get back in your box.' 

Must have: 

If you, like me, have a compulsion to hoard 
buttons you better not check out Nichols 
Buttons. Vintage, handmade and simply 
breathtaking, these buttons will have your 
mouth watering and your yarn budget making 
cutbacks. Oh, go on then, if you must, click 
on down to www.nicholsbuttons.co.uk 

Must knit: 

The ultimate stash buster project has to be 
a blanket. There are so many patterns to 
choose from out there but my favourites are 
the Sock Yarn Blanket by Shelly Kang and the 
Beekeeper's Quilt by Tiny Owl Knits. Thankfully 
both can be found online, unfortunately neither 
will stop you buying more yarn.

YOU WILL NEED 

Rowan Kidsilk Haze 

70% super kid mohair, 30% silk (210m per 25g) 

3 X 25g balls in 597 Jelly 
Pairof5.5mm needles 

Approximately 1,700 crystal 4mm glass beads 

TENSION 

16 sts and 22 rows to 10cm (4in) over beaded st 
St using 5.5m needles. 

Use larger or smaller needles if necessary to 
obtain correct tension. 

ABBREVIATIONS 

bead 1 = bring yarn to RS of work between 
the 2 needles, slide the bead up next to st just 
worked, slip next stitch purlwise from LH needle 
to RH needle, then take yarn back to WS of 
work, between the 2 needles, leaving bead 
sitting on RS of work in front of slipped st. 

PATTERN NOTES 

This is an invaluable technique and one that I am 
sure you will use to adorn all your luxury mohair 
knitting. Beads and sequins are positioned in the 
same way, though sequins do not lie down as 
obediently and neatly as the beads, unless you 
get sequins with holes at one side rather than in 
the middle. If you want clusters of beads, thread 
on more to start with and move and position two 
or three beads together. 

If you are using a bead on top of a sequin, you 
carry it out exactly the same as for the single 



bead or sequin, just move them along together. 
However, if you want the bead on top of the 
sequin, which you will, you must thread them on 
in the right order. Remember that whatever you 
thread on LAST will be the FIRST item to come 
off the yarn. So you must start threading with 
a bead and end with a sequin; bead, sequin, 
bead, sequin and so on. 

Thread on the beads or sequins before you 
cast on with the yarn. To do this, thread a fine 
sewing needle with a short length of sewing 
thread. (Check first that the beads and sequins 
you have chosen will fit over this needle.) Tie the 
two ends of the thread together to form a loop 
and hang the tail-end of your yarn through the 
loop. With the tip of this needle, pick up the bead 
or sequin and pass this along the needle, down 
the thread and thus onto the yarn; you can pick 
up several beads or sequins together. (If you 
need to use hundreds of beads on a single ball of 
yarn, you can add them gradually, breaking the 
yarn each time you need to add more.) 

When you want to place a bead or sequin, 
which will appear in the pattern at 'bead T or 
'place sequin and bead', bring the yarn to the 
front (the right side) of the work between the 
two needles. Then slide a bead or sequin (or a 
sequin and bead together) up close to the stitch 
just worked. Slip the next stitch purlwise from 
the left-hand needle to the right-hand needle, 
inserting the right-hand needle from right to 
left through the front of the stitch. Then take 
the yarn back to the wrong side of the work as

shown here, leaving the bead or sequin sitting 
on the right side of the work on top of the 
slipped stitch. The pattern will now state what 
you need to do next, usually knit the next stitch. 

WRAP 

Thread approximately 540 beads onto each ball 
of yarn before beginning the ball. 

Using 5.5mm ndls, cast on 88 sts loosely, with 
thumb cast on method. 

Rowl (RS): Kl, *bead 1, k7; rep from * to last 7 
sts, bead 1, k6. 

Row 2: Pto end. 

Row 3: K5, *bead 1, K7; rep from * to last 3 sts, 
bead 1, k2. 

Row 4: Pto end. 

(Last 4 rows are repeated to form bead patt.) 

Rep Row 1-4 until wrap measures approximately 
123.5cm (491. 5in) from cast on edge, ending 
with RS facing for cast off. (You will need about 
half a ball for the frills, so make sure you don't 
use too much for the wrap.) 

Cast off loosely knitwise, trying to match tension 
of cast-off edge to cast-on edge. 

TO FINISH WRAP 

Weave in any yarn ends, then before adding frill 
press by pinning work, with wrong side facing 
upwards, onto a towel on the ironing board or 
table. Lay a damp cloth over the knitting and using 
a medium temperature iron, very gently skim 
over the damp cloth, using almost no pressure, 
holding the iron so it barely touches the cloth - do 
not press down at all! Remove the cloth. Leave the 
knitting pinned out until it is totally dry. 

FRILL 

Thread half of the remaining beads onto the yarn. 
With RS facing and using 5.5mm needles, pick up 
and k 80 sts evenly along cast on edge of wrap. 

Row 1 (WS): P to end. 

Row2(RS):* K3, k into front and back of next st; 
rep from * to end. 100 sts. 

Row 3 and all WS rows: p to end. 

Row 4: *K9, bead 1; rep from * to last 10 sts, klO. 
Row 6: *K4, k into front and back of next st; rep 
from * to end. 120 sts. 

Row 8: *K9, bead 1; rep from * to last 10 sts, klO. 
Row 10: "^K4, k into front and back of next st; rep 
from * to end. 144 sts. 

Row 12: *K9, bead 1: rep from * to last 14 sts, klO, 
bead 1, k3. 

Row 14: *K3, k into front and back of next st; rep 
from * to end. 180 sts. 

Row 16: *K9, bead 1; rep from * to last 10 sts, klO. 
Row 17: Pto end. 

Picot edging 

Work the picot cast-off on the RS as follows: 
*Using lace cast-on, cast on 3 sts onto LH 
needle, cast off 6 sts knitwise, transfer st on RH 
needle back onto LH needle; rep from * to end 
and fasten off. 

Thread the remaining beads onto the yarn and 
work frill along cast-off edge in same way. 

Weave in any yarn ends. 

Do not press frills. •

The intarsia method is a way of working two 
or more blocks of colour without tangles and 
without holes. 

To complete the intarsia design in this 
project, you will need two balls of yarn in the 
main shade and one ball of yarn in the contrast 
shade. When you start the intarsia design, 
work with yarn A up to the first stitch of the 
motif, join in yarn B and, using this shade only, 
work the stitches of the motif. Then change to 
the second ball of yarn A. 

BACK 

Cast on 73 sts using shade A. 

Row 1 to 16: Starting with a k row, cont in st st 
for 16 rows, ending with a WS row. 

Row 17 to 18: Cast on 11 sts at the beg of next 
2 rows (95 sts). Cont in st st until work measures 
38 cm (15 in) from bottom edge ending with a 
WS row. 

Next row: Kl, pi to last st, kl. 

This forms the first moss st row, rep last row 7 
times. Cast off in moss st. 

FRONT 

Work as Back until piece measures 15 cm (6 in) 
from cast-on edge, ending with a WS row. 

Next row: K23, beg at Row 1 work 49 sts of 
Chart, k23; complete all 60 rows of chart, 
reading the chart from right to left on odd rows 
and from left to right on even rows. 

When the chart has been completed, cont in 
shade A and st st until work measures the same as 
Back to moss st edging, ending with a WS row. 
Next row: Kl, pi, to last st, kl. 

This forms the first moss st row, rep last row 7 
times. Cast off in moss st. 

HANDLES 

Make two alike. 

Using shade A, cast on 9 sts. 

Row 1: Kl, pi to last st, kl . 

Rep row 1 until work measures 33 cm (13 in). 

Cast off in moss st. 



Using either the Front or the Back as a template, 
cut out 2 pieces of lining fabric to the same 
shape, allowing an extra 0.5 cm (0.25in) all 
around on the fabric for the seam. 

Do the same with the handles. 

Put the fabric aside. 

Place the Front and Back knitted pieces RS 



together and sew along the base seam 
(cast- on edge). 

Sew down the 2 long side seams. 

Flatten out the base seam so that the side seams 
and base seam meet in the middle of the small 
opening. Sew across this opening; rep at the 
other corner. Turn RS out. •
